_ Professor Peckham, in an interestiag 
article on tar, has this to say in regard to 
its manufacture: It was known to the 
ancient Greeks, and Dr. Clarke, who de- 
scribes the method of manufacturing it 
in the forests of Bothnia, says there is not 
the smallest differences between the pro- 
cesses then praccised and those of ancient 
Greece.

CHE STORY OF A ROSBES NOW 
JAIL.

Rebbcr and Murderer, Then a H+ 
spected Ohie Merchant and After- 
ward a Heob>er Again. 


In a letter from Hillsboro, Ohio, to the 
New York Syn, the history of a notori- 
ous criminal is given as follows: Frank 
Messmer, a young man serving 4 teD 

ears’ term in the penitentiary for rob- 

ry, has been pardoned. Messmer was 
the pal of Bob McKimmie, the Jesse 
James of Southern Oh:o. Since Messmer 
has been out of jail he has made many 
disclosures, which, with the known his- 
tory of McKimmie, make up a tale equa! 
to those told of the Younger and James 
criminals. McKimmie was born thirty 


years ago pear Rainsboro. He began 
stealing when a schoolboy, and at four- 
teen joined the regular army at Colum- 
bus. He went to fight Indians, and de- 
serted in two years. He became a road 
agent in Utah, and with companions 
robbed and murdered stage ayers ot 
and express agents. He, with others, 
was captured and sentenced to fifteen 
years in the Mormon penitentiary. In 
nine months he escaped with Jack Wil- 
liamsen, a fellow convict. The guard 
was killed to effect the escape. Yrom 
Utah McKimmie went to the Black Hills. 
In Febrvary, 1877, he robbed the Chey- 
enne stage. He had organized a gang of 
five cut-throats who robbed the mail, ex- 
press and passengers. In March, the 

ng attempted to rob another stage, and 
Mek immic killed Johnny Slaughter, the 
driver. The horses ran away, and the 
eleven passengers escaped, Later, at the 
Cheyenne crossing, the same gang robbed 
three coaches, aan soon hed over $20,- 
000. A woman dressed in boy’s clothes 
followed McKimmie in his depredations, 


and overheard his comrades plotting to 
kill and rob him. 
McKimmie, with one companior, took 
the entire booty and went to Texas. 

From Texa’?, McKimmie came to 
Hillsboro in September, 1877. He was 
well dressed, had abundance of money, 
and said he had been successful in cattle 
herding in Texas. He became a peace- 
ful citizen of Rainsboro, and married 
Clara Ferguson, an orphan girl, against 
her uncle’s wish. McKimmie bought a 
store and was soop a merchant in good 
standing. 

A few months later, M. F. Leach, ol 
Ogalla, Mo., came here after a Union 
Pacitic train-robber. He had suspected 
McKimmie, but was mistaken, as the 
latter had come here the month before 
the robbery in question. Leach after- 
ward met Detective Bullock, of Dead- 
wood, and told him about McKimmie’s 
new start in life. Bullock knew the 


robber from experience, and had been! 
trying to trace him for some time. Ile } 
came here at once an¢l visited McKim- 

mie's store. Getting Lim outside he ar- 

rested McKimmie on charges of robbery 

and murder. MeKimmie’s lawyers got 

him out of jail inan hour, Lut he was 

immediately rearrested. After much legal 

fighting the case was carried to the su-- 
preme court, and McKimmie .went to 

jail. Anattempt to release him by forged 

telegrams from Columbus was made by 

his friends, but failed. In January, 1878, 

while his case was pending he escaped 

from jaii by shooting the sheriff and 

cowing the guards with a revolver. An 

old man seized a gun loaded with shot 

and fired at the fugitive. The shot struck 

his cigar-case and his life was saved. 

He eluded capture, and was secreted 
with friends near here for weeks. He 
even had a friend arrange to bring De- 
tective Norris into a certain Chillicothe 
saloon that he might see him for future 
recognition. He saw the detective 
through a knothole. He then went to 
Virginia, met his wife in Richmond, and 
lived with her in Raleigh, Charles. 
ton, Savannah, and at Nassau, N. 
P. There he became bankrupt and 
was imprisoned forty-one days for a 
board debt. He worked his way to 
New York, leaving his wife at Nassau, 
Coming to Ohio he failed to get money 
from his lawyers,and plotted with Mess- 
mer to rob a farmer named Roads, liv- 
ing near here. They got eighty dollars 
from Reads. With this money the ban. 
dit went back to his wife, and came 
here again in October, and planned to rob 
the Banbridge bank with New York 
Charley,another noted robber. 

Meanwhile Messmer had been sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment for 
robbery. With other pals McKimmie re- 
mained in the country, and robbed two 
rich old maids in Pike county. Then he 
went to New York, intending to go for 
his wife at Nassau. He came back, as 
the ship would not sail for some time, 
and lived in an old cabin at Rainsboro. 
It had been abandoned for years, and 
neighbors were surprised one morning 
to see a curl of blue smoke ascend from 
the old stone chimney. The word was 
given out that McKimmie was there, and 
a posse of men found him there ready for 
a fight. He ressted arrest until shot 
twice. Efforts were made to lynch bim, 
but he was taken tothe Hillsboro jail, 
chained and pinioned. The Wyoming 
authorities attempted to get him, but he 
was tried for robbery on severa! ind‘ct- 
ments, and got a joint term of fifteon 
= His State prison has 

n good, an opes to t out 
through a pardon ends. 
If he does, the Wyoming detectives will 
be on the watch and take him to Dead- 
wood to be tried for murder and robbery. 
He has threatened to kill Bullock and 
many other enemies if he ever gets out.

HIGH SCHOOL. 


The late principal of this school, 
Miss M. J. Patterson, was the 
third up to this school year, that 
the school has had since its organ- 
ization, and she is regarded by 
scholars as one of the best edypca- 
ted and most successful teachers 
in the District of Columbia. The 
growth of the school was given 
as a reason for a male principal, 
and the trustees selected Mr. Car- 
doza as possessing the necessary 
requirements for the position. 

Mr. Cardoza graduated in Scot- 
land years ago, and has taught 
many years, and will therefore 
bring to the school much useful 
experience.

We will, as the term 
progress, have more to say about 
this school. Next week the teach- 
ers in another building will re- 
ceive our attention. 


MT. PISGAH A. M. E. CHORCH 


DESCRIPTION OF THEIR NEW EDI- 
FICE. 


The locality in which this sp!en- 
did new church building is being 
erected was known by the delect- 
able name of “ Hell’s Bottom,” 
thus designated for the many tur- 
bulent spirits then dwelling there- 
in. But the spirit of progress so 
prevalent in Washington, has 
swept over this section to such 
au extent that it is searcely recog- 
nizable bythe oldest inhabitants. 

In this good work the christian 
church has contributed quite large- 
ly,and none more 80 than the faith- 
ful followers of Christ who organ- 
nize:lthe church whose name heads 
this article. As early as 1865 a 
faithful band of hard-working 
christians with their life in their 
hands, but their trust in God, or- 
ganized praise and prayer meetings 
and stood, uncomplainingly taunts 
and jeer alike from white and black 
ruffians, in the broad sunlight of 
truth working for the Master’s 
cause. Their success was wonder- 
ful. Many christian parents who 
had, after unceasing efforts, aban- 
doned all hope of directing the 
minds of their offspring towards 
their soul’s salvation, were made, 
through the agency of this handful 
of noble christian workers, glad 
in seeing the manly form of their 
son or lovely daughter asking 
what “they could do to be saved,” 
and brought into Christ’s fold. 

The congregation held together, 
although at times they were be- 
set with trials that would have dis- 
couraged less brave hearts, and the 
result of their devotion is shown in 
the beautiful avd commodious 
church edifice which is now being 
erected for them. The new bniid- 
ing is located on the 8S. W. cor. of 
10th and R sts. N. W. fronting on 
Rat., and 1s 60 by 48 f., built of 
hard red brick with terra cotta or- 
namentations.

The 
building as a whole when finished 
will not only be an ornament to 
that steady growing sectior of our 
city, bnt will compare favorably 
with many of the beantiful chuareb 
edifices which already adorns 
Washington. The architect, Rob- 
ert Johnson,is a colored man of 
limited abilities as a scholar but 
undoubted talents as an architect 
and builder. His plans for this 
building were approved by the 
Buildivg Inspector, who took occa- 
sion to compliment him for their 
lines of beauty and thoroughness.

Upshaw, is deserving ofall praise 
for his indefatigable efforts in over- 
riding and surmounting all difficul- 

ties in the way of advancing with 

the progress of the building. Mr. 

Upshaw -is a young talented and

“ONE BY ONE THE ROSES 
FALL.” 


The annual assignment of teach- 
ers in the public schools for the 
seventh and eighth divisions took 
place respectively at the Sumner 
and Juno. F. Cook school buildings. 

The ladies at the Sumner were 
apparently uneasy and exhibited 
but little warmth towards trustee 
Brooks, whom most of them enter- 
tain the utmost contempt for. Supt. 
Cook made his usual statistical 
speech and amazed his listeners 
with the astonishing announce- 
ment that there existed a difference 
of 6.3 per cent. between the two 
divisions in Corporal punishment. 

The question which seemed most 
to puzzle the teachers was who 
was the pupil and what part of his 
body received the .8 thus admin- 
istered. Mr. Brooks read the 
assignments and volunteered an 
entirely unnecessary statement, to 
wit: that “he was responsible for 
the changes made”, We say un- 
necessary for it isa well-known 
fact that if a mean or contemptible 
act is to be perpetrated upon a 
teacher, Mr. Brooks yields to no 
one the opportanity of showing 
himself at his best. His attempts 
at sophistry, like his swaggering 
man-of-war manners, were both 
futile of effect as was bis lascivious 
leer disgusting. Jf he were at all 
gentlemanly he would profit by the 
example in deportment, modesty, 
and good breeding shown by Mes- 
ers. Cardoza and Terrell. The 
idea of a school officer introducing 
officially a gentleman toa co 
of teachers as one likely “to set 
their hearts fluttering”. No one 
but an ill-bred person would ip- 
dulge in such expressions in the 
presence of educated and refined 
ladies. The most notable change 
in this division was transferring 
and reducing in grade Mrs. A. P. 
Spencer from Stevens to Chamber- 
lan building. Mrs. Spencer has

It wes agreed that 
the assistant teachers be selected 
from among the advanced stu- 
dents. Rev. Henry Scott was 
elected Secretary, and commiss- 
ioned as a soliciting agent, to col- 
lect funds for the Seminary. The 
report shows that the amount of 
school property is $250. On 
Wednesday the 15th, the first day 
of the school, 51 were registered ; 
and among them were seven min- 
isterial students. The trustees 
are requested to meet at the Sem- 
inary on Weduesday evening 
next, at 3 o’clock, by order of 
Rev. A. A. Watts, chairman of 
the trustee board.

SWEPT BY TORNADOES 


Death-Dealing Storms in West- 
ern States 


One Wisconsin Town Almost En- 
tirely Destroyed, 


Details of the terrific tornadoes, which 
ravaged portions of the West are given in 
dispatches from various points as follows: 

From Clear Lake, Wis.: A tornado struck 
this place yesterday afternoon, and devasta- 
tion was the result. Three lives were lost, 
and the greater portion of the town is in 
ruins. After the storm had passed men, women 
and children were running about in a perfect 
frenzy of excitement. Here and there people 
could be seen coming out of their cellars al- 
most paralyzed with fear. A house was 
taken lrom its foundation and turned com- 

letely around. A barn was blown away, 
eaving the floor and with the 
horses peacefully eating thelr supper. A 
child was taken by the tempest and 
landed the ranches cf a tree 
only slightly injured. A large frame house 
was blown completely out of sight, and not 
one particle of the house or contents could be 
found, alt h search for a mile was made 
in the track of the storm. The family had 
fortunately taken refuge in the cellar. ‘Many 
families are left destitute. 

One-half of the lighter structures in the vil- 
lage of Clayton, -, were blown down by 
the storm. The tornado struck there about 6 
P. M., doing nearly all the damage in fifteen 
minutes. 

-Fvonr Stillwater, Minn. The tornado struck 
about five miles north of here between 5 and 
6 last evening. At Marine ten or twelve 
buildings were destroyed. The Swedish 
church, five miles northwest of Marine, was 
torn to pieces. Another church in the village 
had the front part of the steeple blown 
away. The front of Charles Weisten- 
gen’s house was ed, and his barn 
rolled down the hill Part of 
‘Mr. Root’s house was blown down The 
whole family were in the house, and his 
daughter, who was in her chamber, was 
blown away with that portion of the house 
and rolled down an adjacent hill. The house 
of Frank Nelson, on the main road, was 
blown in Page's slough. His wife, who was 
alone, took to the cellar. In the town of 
Grant, Judd Smith, Al Foss, and the owner 
of the old Carnman farm, had whole rows of 
fruit trees snatched up by the roots 
and carried away. The barns and granaries 
of the farmers were destroyed in many cases, 
and stacks of wheat were lifted up and borne 
away. The path of the storm was about five 
miles wide, blowing from west to east.’ In a 

of the town of Grant fully 
twenty-five buildings were more or less dam- 
aged. Some of them were twisted, others 
unroofed, some partially destroyed, and many 
wholly so. John orrissey’s house was 
thrown into Long lake, 150 feet distant. 

A tornado struck ite Bear Lake, Minn., 
at about 5 P.M. Its track was lessthan a 
mile anda half wide. There was the usual 
funnel-shaped conformation of the clouds, 
slightly green in color. Mrs. e’s fine 
large house to the west of the town suffered 
seriously. Most of the windows were blown 
in, and other damage was done. 

The sheds of the Duluth railroad were de- 
molished, and hundreds of trees were blown 
across the track between White Bear statian 
and Dellwood. Some people assert that there 
were two storms, one from the southwest and 
the other from the northwest, and that they 
met at White Bear. 

From St. Paul, Minn., the Oniaha officials 
report severe storms on the eastern and 
northern divisions of their road. From all 
points reports come of houses being blown 
down, trees torn up by the roots, wash- 
outs on the roads, bri away, 
and rivers from ten to fifteen feet 
higher than usual. The bridge 
north of Bloomer is washed out. Duncan 
creek bridge is also washed out, and is ex- 


pected to gosoon. The tel h office at 
Clayton was struck by a tornado, and was 
gutted out and flooded by water. The new 


iron bridge being built over the river St. 
Croix, a mile this side of Marine mills, was 
taken up by the storm

THE GALLOWS. 
The Cause of the Cincinnati Riots 
Meets his Doom. 


Ben Johnson, the negro burker, was hanged 
in the jail yard at Cincinnati in the presence 
of 600 people. He madea few rambling re- 
marks on the scaffold, declaring his innocence 
and réquesting all to meet him in heaven. 
He was baptized by a Methodist minister on 
tne previous evening and passed the night 
nervously smoking a clay pipe, praying and 
singing hymns until 2 o'clock this morning, 
when he went to sleep. He arose at five and 
ate breakfast, broke down completely and be- 
gan to howl and cry in a craven manner. 


After his baptism, however, he es 
himself happy and not afraid to die, but on 
the scaffol = shook like a leaf with fear. 
Johnson's crime was the most fiendish ever 
committed in Ohio, The story of Johnson's 
work, asa partner of Allen Ingalls, made a 
great sensation throughout the world and 
recipitated the great riot in Cincinnati. On 
Friday night, February 15, 1884, a small 
cabin near Avondale was burned. It had 
been occupied by Beverly Taylor, an old 
negro, his wife and an adopted daughter, 
Eliza Jane Lambert, aged eleven, On Sat- 
urday morning the charred ruins of the old 
hut su to people in the vicinity the 
death by fire of the three inmates during the 
night. A week later Marshal Brown, follow- 
ing an intuitive clew, found the bodies of the 
ing people in the dissecting room of the 
Ohio Medical college, on Sixth, near Vine.
